Three-year history project pays off

History was remembered 
in Fort Erie on the week- 

The community came 
together Saturday to com¬ 
memorate the 150th anni¬ 
versary of the Battle of 
Ridgeway, considered one 
of the defining military 
events in Canada history. 


The battle was part of the 
Fenian Raids, and an act 
many historians believe led 
to confederation a year later 

Fort Erie Mayor Wayne 
Redekop estimated 2,000 
people stood along Ridge 
Road to watch as sol¬ 
diers from The Queen’s 
Own Rifles of Canada and 
The Royal Hamilton Light 
Infantry marched from 


the Crystal Ridge Arena to 
the Village Square, where 
he granted each regiment 
Freedom of the City before 
they went onto Battlefield 
Park. 

Both regiments partic¬ 
ipated in a ceremony at 
the park to honour their 
ancestors who fought at 
the Battle of Ridgeway in 
1866. 

Approximately 1,300 


people attended the event, 
which included a para¬ 
trooper from The Queen’s 
Own Rifles dropping from 
10,000 feet while display¬ 
ing a Canadian flag, as 
well as tributes to the sol¬ 
diers who fought at the 
battle with plaque unveil¬ 
ings, a wreath laying and 
gun salute.

It was definitely busier than last year 


Some celebrities hadn’t even flown out Monday morning after another successful 
Comic Con, yet co-founder Chris Dabrowski was already planning for 2017. 

In fact, Dabrowski said dates for next year’s pop-culture extravaganza have already 
been set for the Scotiabank Convention Centre in Niagara Falls: June 2,3 and 4. 

A few guests have been booked, while several vendors indicated they want to come 
back, he said. 

It’s a positive vibe Dabrowski is used to getting now after organizing five events. 
“Our attendance this year surpassed last year’s attendance, and we hope that 
continues for years to come,” he said. 

Final numbers were still being tallied Monday morning, but Dabrowski said more 
than 25,000 people jam-packed this past weekend’s Comic Con in the Honeymoon 

“It was definitely busier than last year (which attracted more than 20,000 fans over 
three days),” he said. 

“It’s an event that just caters to people of all ages, and it spans many generations. 
There’s something for everybody to do, and people can relive their youth. Cosplayers 
come out and get together with their friends and ei\joy the weekend. It’s an event that 
has a lot of buzz around it in the city, people get excited about it and tourists come 
to the city to attend.” 

Based on attendance and the response he received from fans, vendors and celebrities, 
Dabrowski doesn’t believe the event has hit its highest point. 

“It’s still growing. That’s the trend,” he said. 

It was a common sight to see massive lines of people outside the convention centre 
on Stanley Avenue waiting to get inside. 

Dabrowski said fans started to line up at 8 a.m. and the doors didn’t open Saturday 
and Sunday until 10 a.m. 

He said staff had to ensure they didn’t allow too many fans into the building that 
would have exceeded fire code capacity. 

“We’re very cognizant of the fact that we don’t want to oversell with pre-sale tickets. 
It’s just a matter of logistics — making sure that it’s staffed properly. We did a great 
job of that this year,” said Dabrowski. 

“We got everybody in the doors in a timely manner, so we were able to accommodate. 
You can only get people in so quickly, so we have volunteers and staff that do their 
best to (allow) people (in) as quickly as possible.” 

There were more than 100 vendors and exhibitors offering everything from pop- 
culture merchandise to original art. 

Hemy Winkler, known to millions as the Fonz from Happy Days, was one of the top 
celebrity draws. 

Tom Payne, who plays Jesus on the Walking Dead, was another fan favourite. 

Other celebrities included wrestling legend Shawn Michaels and Star Trek’s Walter 
Koenig. 

Indie filmmaker Kevin Smith, who was behind cult hits such as Clerks and Chasing 
Amy, held a live podcast Saturday, alongside longtime co-star Jay Mewes. The two are 
best known as the iconic slackers Jay and Silent Bob. 

Dabrowski said Comic Con utilized the full convention centre, including break-out 
rooms and theatre space. 

“The Scotiabank Convention Centre is an amazing venue,” he said. “We might have to 
add an additional fourth day at some point in the future. But it’s a great facility, and 
it suits our event very well.”

However, she added that 
she has not faced any dis¬ 
crimination. 

"I can’t really say I've faced 
any adversity as far as being 
a lesbian,” she said.

The organizers of the Fenian Raids/Battle of Ridgeway Historical Authors 
Conference, held June 1 to 3 at the Clarion Hotel approached high school 
students last fall about creating a diorama of the battle between Canadian 
and Fenian forces in 1866 that occurred at the Fort Erie Docks.
